“You are
lnrgely interested in the lumber
trade," said he, “and to keep the
British article out of onr markel
would  be  putting  econsiderable
money in your own pocket,"

“Do you suppese I would admit
myself such agoose,” the governor
returned, “as not to be able o com-
pete with all rivals acrose the lne?”

"“They employ Chinese lnbo."

' 'What of it? 1 wouldn't give
one of those stalwart follows you see
in my yards for three pig tall
Celestinls, T can make lumber and
sell it, with or without a duty, and
if the Mills bill reduces my profiis a
little, it will benefit thousands who
neeld the produet to provide them
shelter,”

He told of some Turkish depen-
dency where the tax is collected nt
night, and the flsenl nssessment is
$200 on those owning £810,000 of prop- ]
erty, $100 on $1,000, and those who
have but $£50 lose all.
